Government Not Prepared In Case Of It 


Better Than Hitler 


Moscow radio, which sets the p ace for the 
Communist p rogaganda div ision in the battle 
for men’s minds, has a new angle on germ 
warfare. 
It has been broadcasting that United 
States aircraft hav e drop p ed germ ladden toy s 
to North Korean children. Other items drop ­ 
p ed, according to this p rop aganda I ne, hav e 
been germ-laden kitchen utensils, fish and 
bread. 
Hitler’s famous technique of telling a lie 
so big it cannot be refuted because at first it 
seems p rep osterous, then finally becomes 
credible through rep etition, has been im­ 
p rov ed on. 
The Communist p rop agandists hav e mast­ 
ered a technique of dozens of little lies, all 
slanted in the same direction. 
Thus, in the germ-warfare slander the 
aim is to p lan^ in the minds of millions of ig­ 
norant p ersons that the United States is a 
bestial member of the United Nations. Tnat 
becomes a credible falsehood for p eop le who 
know nothing about the United States but do 
know about cholera, ty p hus, dy scnt ery » small­ 
p ox —and all the misery they cause. 
It may take the rest of the 20th century 
to school such p eop le to a p oint where they 
can discriminate between p rop aganda and 
fact, between truth and falsehood. 
In the 
United States, itself, the schooling began in 
1920, after the counter-rev olution in Russia 
and the beginning of consp iratorial mischief 
among Communists in all p art of the world. 
Now, in 1952, it still tax es the credulity of 
some that Reds ran loose throughout the fed­ 
eral gov ernment until recently and that secret 
FBI agents like Matt Cv etic were keep ing 


WASHINGTON 
With all the camp aign sp eeches 
and all the v oluminous rep orts 
from committees of Congress on 
economic subjects, not a single 
p rop osal or p lan has been de­ 
v elop ed by the administration 
or its op p onents to deal with the 
situation that might arise in the 
ev ent of a “sudden p eace.” 
There are signs on the horizon 
that Communist Russia wants to 
ease the tension. This will not, 
of course, cause any immediate 
alteration in American or allied 
p olicy , but there is alway s the 
p o ssibility that a sudden up set 
inside the iron curtain countries 
may p roduce such a crisis as to 
make it seem certain that tension 
is going to be remov ed for a long 
p eriod of time from the inter­ 
national scene. 
In military strategy , the p er­ 
sons 
resp onsible 
for 
p lanning 
customarily take into account 
ev ery contingency and p rep are 
as best they can to meet it. 


Don't We Get Into The Queerest Predicaments? 


IN 
ECONOMIC STRATEGY, 
the same kind of p rep aration is 
necessary , but cur.ously enough 
nothing has been done on the 
subject by any resp onsible body 
in either the ex ecutiv e or the 
legislativ e branch of the gov ern­ 
ment. 
If Stalin were ov erthrown, or 
some substantial segment of the 
Communist 
bloc 
rev olted, the 
immediate effect on the American 
economy would be one of shock 
and p erhap s p anic in the markets. 
The American economy is un­ 
derp inned today by defense or­ 
ders. Contracts would be can­ 
celled by the billions. 
Profits are tax ed today to such 
an ex tent that American bus­ 
inesses hav e just about 30 cents 
left out of the p rofit dollar— 
not enough to build the reserv es 
needed to cushion such a shock. 
It will not be p ossible to reduce 
wage lev els ov ernight and many 
I comp anies would be forced to 
the wall. 
The p resent situation is far 
more dangerous than any which 
ex isted during World War II. 
Congress knew that the end of 
the war would bring a deflation 
of war orders. So the p rogram 
was tap ered off as slowly as 
p ossible between V-E Day and 
V-J Day . The comp anies which 
were released for conv ersion of 
their p lants to civ ilian p roduc-^ 
tion were given sev eral months’ 


to adjust itself to new conditions 
of so-called p eacetime. 


BUT NO SI CH REFUNDS — 
based on subtracting current lo ss­ 
es from the p rofits of the two 
p receding 
y ears—are 
p rov ided 
for in “any law now. There are 
limited carry backs for one y ear 
and a p rov ision for credits in 
future y ears but this does not 
furnish working cap ital at once 
or keep comp anies from going 
into receiv ership . The relief will 
not be enough because much of 
the ex cess-p rofits-tax p ay ments 
will not be 
recov erable. The 
whole p roblem needs study and 
legislation. 
Perhap s the most serious p hase 
of the matter today is the fact 
; that p ay ments of corp oration tax ­ 
es nowaday s are being acceler­ 
ated so that the entire y ear’s tax 
p ay ments are not deferred till 
the nex t calendar y ear as used 
to be the case. 
This v ery lag in the schedule of 
p ay ments was what enabled many 
a comp any in 1946 to readjust 
itself financially ev en before the 
refunds became av ailable. For the 
legal p rocedures on refunds can 
sometimes be lengthy and, in the 
meantime, comp anies find them­ 
selv es without adequate working 
cap ital to continue op erations. 
Banks are reluctant to lend in 
anticip ation of refund p ay ments 
by the gov ernment because there 
are many technical p oints and 
risks inv olv ed in such cases. 
Entirely ap art from the p ro­ 
blem of using refunds from ex ­ 
cess-p rofits-tax p ay ments as a 
means of sup p ly ing p ools of cap ­ 
ital for business, no p lan has been 
worked out for immediate launch­ 
ing of p ublic-works p rograms 
that hav e been deferred because 
of the Korean war emergency . 
Unless a p rogram for such con­ 
struction p rojects were ready for 
instant op eration, there w'ould 
be v aluable time lost in drawing 
up such p lans. The steel industry 
would certainly suffer if its 120,- 
000,000-ton cap acity became a 
I glut. 
I 
MOSCOW CANNOT convince 
America ov ernight that its in­ 
tentions are sincere, but a series 
of deeds might be p ersuasiv e. 
Certainly a rev olt inside Russia 
would precipitate such a defla­ 
tionary cy cle in this country that 
the damage w?ould 
be 
greater 
than any p ostwar readjustment 
in p ast history . 
It is strange how’ indifferent 
the American gov ernment is to 
“sudden p eace” and how p reoc- 
track of the v ery things which were being so j warnjng and the benet.t of a re- cup ied ’most ev ery body here is 
stoutly denied by gov ernment and labor-un- 
ion officials who knew what was going on.

When management-union negotiations fail 
and strikes begin, there’s a job for p hiloso­ 
phers. 
So meo ne needs to p oint out that strides, 
ho wev er much they may

o f life. 
On the co ntrary , they 
are an assertion o. 
tne American way of life. The right to strike 
is inherent in the right of workers to bargain 
either indiv idually or collectiv ely . 
A wo rk stop p age, esp ecially one which

o f peo ple, ex cites 
temp ers and p assions. This

As reference material, this *ells 
more about the p roblem p resented 
by Russian ambition than the 
weighty documents on that sub­ 
ject. 
The p lay er op p osite Keres in 
the finals was the Hungarian 
champ ion, a man named Gedeon 
Barcza. Hungary is a Russian p ro­ 
tectorate in the Kremlin’s scheme 
of things. 
Also in the Kremlin’s scheme 
of things, the International Chess 
Memorial Tournament looks like 
a rigged occasion to dramatize 
Russian mastery of the chess 
board. 
Russian obsession with the im- 


•‘Imagine y o ur relativ es 
stay ing o nly two day s—I to ld y o u 
putting that lumpy mattress in the guest ro o m wo uld 
pay OH!; 


p ortance of claiming p restige in 
all fields, including chess, dis­ 
closes the familiar p atterns of in­ 
feriority p sy chology . They are a 
p owerful influence in Russian of­ 
ficial thinking. 
What is known of these p at­ 
terns by p eop le outside the Rus­ 
sian sp here of influence should 
be referred to more frequently . 
Aside from ideologies and p oli­ 
tics, nothing could be more natur­ 
al than a desire for p restige in a 
nation newly in comp etition with 
other nations w hich had dev elop ­ 
ed their industr.al societies in the 
19 th century and were going 
strong by the time of Russia’s 
rev olution and the counter-rev o­ 
lution. 
The same thing hap p ened in 
Jap an, where Marx ist ideology 
Ii 


is hap p ening, to a smaller ex tent, 
in the M.ddle East, in China and 
in India. The industrial rev olution 
is sp reading into new territory . 
The once-backward nations are 
starting to catch up . 
The conv erts, aware o f the 
ground they must make up to 
ov ertake societies which started 
before they did, are p utting the 
best face they can on their p ro­ 
gress. 
In the official p rop aganda of 
the Sov iet Union, ev en so minor 
a matter as outstanding p roficien­ 
cy in chess looms large in the 
scale of v alues. Ev ery thing is 
grist to the Russian p restige mill, 
ev en the things which p rop agan­ 
dists must dream up to conv ince 
Russians they are as good as any ­ 
body and better than most. 
Psy chologists know all about 
this. They can sp ot the sy mp tom* 
and p rescribe a cure. 
The 
p atient’s 
ego 
must be 
brought up to p ar. 
Unfortunately , there is no safe 
way to build up the Russian ego 
from the outside, because the 
Communist consp iracy has made 
it imp ossible to deal with Russia 
on a good-Ja th basis.

do ing tempo rary patching.” 
Last Jan. 8 the department re.
